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The Salish, Nuu-chah-nulth and Kwakwawakw nations and the Victoria Native Friendship 
Centre joined with the UVic Native Student Union (N SU) on the evening of March 25 to 
celebrate 500years ofresistance to assimilation and cultural survival. The Spirit of Renewal 
celebration was chosen by the NSU as a way to respond to the 1492 voyages of Christopher 
Columbus. “The feeling of the ‘Spirit of Renewal’, of visibly showing our strength and 
endurance left to us by our ancestors is an important aspect of our collective cultures, ” said 
the NSU in their invitation to the celebration. “In our own small way, through song and 


dance we will honour the struggles of our parents, grandparents, and great-grandpar¬ 
ents. We owe it to all our elders to continue to exercise with dignity, the patience and 
persistence in our guestforjustice, as they have before us,” said the NSU. Colourful and 
diverse dances of the three nations accompanied by drum music and song were performed 
throughout the evening while NSU President Kim Recalma-Clutesi acted as host, 
introducing the speakers and dancers and explaining the significance of events for the 
large and appreciative audience in University Centre.

Technology critic tells audience to “refuse bigness”

People are increasingly playing a 
subservient role to their possessions 
and that worries physicist and tech¬ 
nology critic Dr. Ursula Franklin. 
Speaking to a capacity audience 
March 19 in Begbie 159, the pro¬ 
fessor emeritus from the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto urged action against 
the “conspicuous consumerism" 
that threatens both the resources of 
the world and the human strengths 
of individuals. 

“We need a very thorough analy¬ 
sis of technology in terms of the 
way things are being done, acollec- 
tive and very clear critique of de¬ 
vices by consumers and the need to 
find a better way of doing things,” 
listed Franklin. She also urged her 
audience to “resist bigness." 


The acclaimed humanitarian, 
scientist and feminist told an audi¬ 
ence composed almost equally of 
men and women that the drive for 
trade pacts and global competitive¬ 
ness was “technologically-driven 
imperialism" and said its impact on 
women held wider implications. 

“What happens to women is of¬ 
ten a very good barometer of what 
happens to women, children and 
minorities outside of the main¬ 
stream and to societies that are out¬ 
side of the mainstream," she ex¬ 
plained. “It may well be that what’s 
good for business and General 
Motors is good for the United States, 
but what’s good for women will be 
what’s good for the world and good 
for the ecology." 


Franklin was especially critical 
of how the very products, or “de¬ 
vices," that consumers buy are, in 
fact, becoming consumers them¬ 
selves. Using a car for an example, 
she pointed out how cellular phones, 
tape decks, CD players are among 
the many products that are actually 
purchased for the vehicle. 

“Devices are the main custom¬ 
ers of other devices. The needs of 
the devices are replacing the needs 
of people," she warned. “It’s up to 
the cars to keep up with the Joneses." 

Franklin sees the shift of influ¬ 
ence away from consumers as an¬ 
other blow to women. 

“It used to be their role to be 
consumers," she said. “Now there 
is a shift away from people and this 
is what frightens me. People are 


becoming less and less necessary. 
Ingenuity and the ability to cope is 
no longer required and no longer 
desired. The target is replacement." 

She pointed out that, unlike peo¬ 
ple, devices are unlikely to mount 
any resistance movement. 

“Consumers no longer have the 
choice to buy a simple car or any 
simple device,” she said to appre¬ 
ciative laughter. “It’s nice to have a 
colour TV to see someone playing 
the bongo drums, but I don’t need 
to see my politicians in colour." 

Franklin says the current dis¬ 
pute between Canada and the United 
States over the acceptability of a 
Honda car as “Canadian-made," 
based on the origins of the compo¬ 
nents of its engine, is a perfect 
example of how products, not peo¬ 
ple, are being used to define nation¬ 
ality. In becoming the keepers of 
culture, ritual and values, she added, 
products were once again usurping 
the traditional roles of women. 

“Do you think that Michael 
Wilson is the keeper of Honda en¬ 
gine blocks and the validity of be¬ 
ing Canadian?" she asked of her 
audience. “Do you want to give the 
right of being a citizen (and) having 
a country . . .away to a rearranged 
technological empire?" 

Franklin’s lecture was presented 
through the combined sponsorship 
of President’s Distinguished Lec¬ 
tures committee, Women Scholars 
and the Faculty of Graduate Stud¬ 
ies, to mark its 25th anniversary. 
Throughout it, she returned to the 
credo of feminism as the impetus 
for resisting the pressure to put prod- 
ucts ahead of people. 

“That credo is to ask if a task has 
to be done in the way it’s always 
been done," she stated, adding that 
women tend to structure their soci¬ 
ety horizontally, unlike the male 
vertical model whose roots she at¬ 
tributes to the church and the mili¬ 
tary. 


“In women’s structures, all are 
important and all are equally im¬ 
portant,” she emphasized. “Author¬ 
ity comes through responsibility, 
not through rank, and it is not al¬ 
ways permanent" 

In addressing the title of her 
lecture, Women and Technology: 
An Update, Franklin conceded that 
there was a “modest advancement" 
of women into existing structures. 

“But we should not overlook 
that it has made a difference that 
women were there, either as a 
teacher or a bus driver," she added, 
“and wherever they are, they lower 
or flatten that hierarchical pyramid 
of power." 

When asked how people could 
involve their children in an analysis 
of technology and a critique of con¬ 
spicuous consumerism, Franklin 
referred to her own experience. 

“Talk to your children. They 
absorb that," she stated. “I insisted 
that nobody in our household eat 
alone, even if it meant that I some¬ 
times had to sit through three break¬ 
fasts. We had the community of 
sharing a meal. There is conversa¬ 
tion at a meal. If you do that for 15 
years, your kids are brainwashed!" 

Franklin was given a standing 
ovation at the close of her lecture. 

She TV, a Rogers Cable 11 pro¬

Not-In-My-Back-Yard (NIMBY) dispute to 
be mediated by international authority 

Public invited to watch simulated mediation at Ocean Pointe Resort 


Members of the public are invited 
to attend a mediation at the Work¬ 
ing Together: New Ways of Resolv¬ 
ing Local Development Disputes 
conference to be presented by the 
UVic Institute for Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion IDR, and the Canadian Centre 
for Livable Places, Heritage 
Canada. 

On April 9, at the Ocean Pointe 
Resort at 45 Songhees Road, com¬ 
munity leaders will be the role play¬ 
ers during a simulated mediation of 
the resolution of a Not-In-My-Back- 
Yard (NIMBY) dispute involving 
the creation of a neighborhood fa¬ 
cility for the mentally handicapped. 

The mediation-in-the-round will 
be conducted by Dr. Lawrence 
Susskind, international authority 
and practitioner of urban planning, 
development and environmental 
dispute resolution. The mediation 
is being conducted by Susskind as 
I an instructional tool for citizens 
who may be involved in similar 
i disputes. It will be held from 7:30 
p.m. to 9:30 p.m. in the Ascot Room 
at Ocean Pointe, with a reception 
following. Tickets are $ 10 and may 
be obtained at the door. 

Susskind, who is keynote 
speaker at the conference, is a pro¬ 
fessor in the Faculty of Urban Stud¬ 
ies and Planning at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology. He is 


currently associate director of the 
MIT-Harvard Public Dispute Pro¬ 
gram and, as manager of Public 
Dispute Resolution Services for 
Endispute Inc. since 1986, has 
served as a mediator in dozens of 
complex disputes throughout the 
United States and Canada. 

The three-day Working Together 
conference, which begins on April 
8, is designed to present new ideas 
for resolving local development 
disputes in the 1990s. Delegates 
include planners, architects, devel¬ 
opers and other individuals or or¬ 
ganizations concerned with local 
and regional development issues. 

The conference has attracted 
wide interest throughout North 
America. It is full to capacity with 
140 registered delegates and await¬ 
ing list, says Dinah Stanley, direc¬ 
tor of programs with IDR. The IDR 
has supplied 20 bursaries to local 
community groups involved in de¬ 
velopment disputes to enable a del¬ 
egate from each group to attend. 

Workshops will be held through¬ 
out the day on April 10, with Mayor 
of Victoria David Turner giving the 
luncheon address. 

Stephen Owen, Commissioner, 
B.C. Commission of Resources and 
the Environment, will participate 
as panelist in the workshop titled 
“Strategies for incorporating me¬ 


diation into existing B.C. decision¬ 
making structures.” Moderator of 
the discussion will be Lee Doney, 
executive director of the British 
Columbia Roundtable on the Envi¬ 
ronment and the Economy. Other 
panelists will be Alice Phalan from 
the Oregon State Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion Commission and Kathy 
Lindquist, from the Washington 
State Growth Management Divi¬ 
sion. 

Other workshop topics will in¬ 
clude Case studies of local devel¬ 
opment dispute resolution; Design¬ 
ing the process and getting people 
to the table; Visioning: building 
community consensus; Principled 
negotiation in disputes over public 
policy values; Resolving project 
proposal disputes: Reality confronts 
ADR (Alternative Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion); and Getting city hall to adopt 
ADR: removing the obstacles, re¬ 
alizing the opportunities.

Residence fridges 
recycled 

Students in UVic’s residences 
have been recycling glass, 
newspapers and bond pa¬ 
per since the beginning of 
the year. To that list they’ve 


recently added fridges. The 
23 old appliances, once used 
in the residences’ lounge ar¬ 
eas, had been in storage until 
the University was able to 
participate in B. C. Hydro’s 
Refrigerator Buy-Back pro¬ 
gram. Under it. Hydro pays 
$50 for each old, inefficient 
fridge it collects. The old ap¬ 
pliance is dismantled, its 
CFC’s recovered and the body 
sold as scrap steel. 

UVic received a cheque for 
$ 1,150 for its old fridges from 
Hydro—$50 for each fridge. 


It will go into Housing’s 
budget. The buy-back pro¬ 
gram is just one of 25 B.C. 
Hydro Power Smart pro¬ 
grams. Two of the resi¬ 
dences currently being re¬ 
decorated are also being 
fitted with Power Smart 
lighting. The goal of Power 
Smart is to save at least 
5,600 million kilowatt- 
hours a year by 2010, 
roughly equal to all the 
electricity now consumed 
each year by Vancouver 
and Richmond combined. 
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Quick response to biology lab 
accident prevented disaster

Quick action by U Vic’s Emergency 
Response Team and Oak Bay and 
Saanich fire departments helped 
avert a potentially dangerous situa¬ 
tion in the Cunningham Building 
last month. 

Grant Rogers, UVic’s Waste 
Management Officer and Spill Re¬ 
sponse Coordinator, credited the 
University’s Emergency Response 
Plan and practice sessions held by 
Occupational Health and Safety 
involving University staff and the 
local fire departments. 

“Overall, we were very pleased 
with the cooperative response to 
the situation and that no one was 
hurt,” said Rogers. “The system of 
communication we had established 
between ourselves and the fire de¬ 
partments through training sessions 
worked very well.” 

The accident unfolded in a biol¬ 
ogy research lab shortly before noon 
on Tuesday, March 17, when small 
amounts of incompatible chemi¬ 
cals were accidentally mixed to¬ 
gether, setting off a reaction that 
created heat andexplosive vapours. 

Rogers, a chemist, said the reac¬ 
tion occurred when nitric acid was 
inadvertently added to two flam¬ 
mable solvents, ether and hexane, 
which were held in a one-gallon 
plastic liquid waste container. Dur¬ 


ing the next 20 minutes the result¬ 
ing reaction created enough heat to 
rupture the container, causing some 
of the chemicals to leak onto the 
floor of the basement lab. Three 
people were in the lab at the time of 
the leak but no one was injured. 

Rogers said he was informed of 
the accident at 12:05 p.m. and within 
minutes the Saanich and Oak Bay 
Fire Departments arrived at the 
scene. By then the fire alarm sys¬ 
tem had been used to evacuate the 
Cunningham Building. 

After a quick briefing by Rogers 
on the location of the leaking con¬ 
tainer, the hazards associated with 
the chemicals and information about 
other chemicals in the lab, fire fight¬ 
ers wearing self-contained breath¬ 
ing apparatus entered the lab to 
assess the situation. They returned 
to tell Rogers and Oak Bay’s Assist¬ 
ant Fire Chief Nelson Crisp that 
most of the chemicals had already 
leaked out of the container. 

The fire fighters then went back 
into the lab and carried out the 
container, which was put into a 
waiting bucketof sand and sprayed 
with water to dilute the residual 
chemicals. 

Ventilating fans were used to ex¬ 
haust the chemical fumes, and by 
1:20 p.m. the building was reopened.

A special ceremony honouring the 
vivacious and accomplished life of 
Irene Dorn will be held April 10 at 
2:30 p.m.at UVic’s Interfaith 
Chapel. Dom passed away suddenly 
in Victoria March 8. The native of 
Tovaros, Hungary had been a gen¬ 
erous supporter of the Chaplaincy 
Lectures series and the University 
libraries. 

Dorn married her husband John 
in 1928 (he predeceased her in 1990) 
and immigrated with him to Canada 
in 1949. She became a Canadian 
citizen in 1955. Dorn and her hus¬ 
band lived in Toronto until their 
retirement 22 years ago when they 
moved to Victoria. She was accom¬ 
plished in haute couture, having 


trained in Paris and apprenticed to 
Coco Chanel. During her years in 
Toronto, Dorn carried on her own 
very successful dressmaking busi¬ 
ness. 

A $275,000 gift from her estate 
will establish the John and Irene 
Dom Library Endowment Fund. 
The gift will be applied to the Li¬ 
brary Enrichment Fund of The U Vic 
Challenge Campaign and is eligi¬ 
ble for matching provincial funds.

SUN Microsystems donates equipment to computer lab

rTHhe computer lab at the new 

I Fine Aits building has brought 
JLtotally new technology to the 
university campus. The new sys¬ 
tems have applications relating spe¬ 
cifically to all the fine arts from 
visual images for painters to desk¬ 
top publishing for writers. “There 
is something for each department 
in the Fine Arts/’ says the systems 
administrator David Manning. 

Two years ago UVic’s Dean of 
Engineering Dr. Eric Manning, 
Chair of Computer Science Dr. 
Michael Miller, and Dean of Fine 
Arts Dr. Anthony Welch approached 
SUN Microsystems Canada with a 
proposal for a co-operative venture 
in which both faculties would col¬ 
laborate in research to develop new 
teaching methodologies and soft¬ 
ware, particularly in the areas of 
visual data bases and image process¬ 
ing. SUN Microsystems is a major 
innovative force in computer tech¬ 
nology, and Sun Microsystems’ 
workstations have excellent graphic 
capabilities. SUN Microsystems 
was very enthusiastic about the pro¬ 
posal from the stall and made a 
donation of equipment that, along 
with matching funds from the pro¬ 
vincial government and assistance 


from the University, made it possi¬ 
ble for the two faculties to acquire 
nearly $1 million in SUN equip¬ 
ment. 

“We owe a great debt to SUN 
Microsystems for its vision in sup¬ 
porting this joint venture,” says 
Welch. “Due to SUN’s generosity, 
the Faculty of Fine Arts was able to 
equip a computer teaching class¬ 
room and a research laboratory that 
are among the most advanced in 
Canada. Computer technology is 
already having an enormous effect 
upon many areas of the arts, includ¬ 
ing theatre set and lighting design, 
musical composition and perform¬ 
ance, scholarship in the aits, pub¬ 
lishing, printmaking, photography, 
and sculpture, and the interest of 
students and faculty in our new 
SUN equipment and capabilities 
means that our internationally 
known Faculty of Fine Aits is also 
going to be among the leaders in 
computer-assisted aits.” 

“We worked out a great deal 
with SUN Microsystems. It is good 
for them because their equipment 
gets exposure in an academic envi¬ 
ronment, and it is good for us be¬ 
cause we are lucky enough to get all 
this wonderful equipment that we 


could not otherwise afford,” says 
David Manning. 

A visual data base is being built 
up. “We can get images from al¬ 
most any medium. We can scan in 
sheets, video, or 35 mm 
slides.Images are stored on a cen¬ 
tral file server or on magneto opti¬ 
cal (a high capacity storage me¬ 
dium), and then called up to be 
viewed on the workstations,” he 
says. 

“The idea of a visual data base 
appeals to all the departments in 
Fine Arts,” adds the systems ad¬ 
ministrator. “For the Visual Arts 
there are the obvious advantages in 
having an easily accessible collec¬ 
tion of images. Theatre is using it to 
help with set and costume design. 
Finding out what furniture looked 
like in various historical periods is 
a good example. Slide review is an 
important use for the History in Art 
people. Using the original slides 
for slide review causes them to fade. 
With the slides stored in comput¬ 
ers, students can call up the images 
and work at their own pace, with no 
damage to the original media.” 

Currently the visual data base 
has to be built up by the people 
using the Fine Arts computing fa¬ 


cility. However as this modern 
equipment proliferates, UVic will 
be able to trade images with similar 
facilities at other universities. 

“We have acquired the Rickard 
collection which is considered one 
of the definitive collections of north¬ 
west coast Native art. Dr. Ged 
McLean of Engineering and Dr. 
Vicky Wyatt of History in Art are 
working on getting the collection 
into the database. For the engineers 
it’s a problem in image processing. 
For the art historians it’s the chance 
to create a powerful research facil¬ 
ity,” says the systems administra¬ 
tor. 

Music and Creative Writing stu¬ 
dents also have opportunities in the 
computer facility, he says. “There 
are plans to install more high qual¬ 
ity sound equipment including a 
computer-based CD quality record¬ 
ing unit and some synthesizer mod¬ 
ules. For Creative Writing students 
we have several desktop publish¬ 
ing programs to help them lay out 
and present their work. 

“I’m really pleased with the re¬ 
sponse we’ve been getting,” Man¬ 
ning concluded. “The facility is al¬ 
most always full. It’s just word of 
mouth getting around.” 


BOG meets to look at tuition freeze 

UVic faces $1.2 million shortfall and loss of substantial student aid 


The UVic Board of Governors held 
a special meeting April 1 to discuss 
two issues—a request by the Min¬ 
ister of Advanced Education, Train¬ 
ing and Technology to freeze 1992/ 
93 tuition fees and the impact of the 
recent provincial budget on the fu¬ 
ture operation of the University. 

The Board agreed to suspend 
planned 1992/93 tuition fee in¬ 
creases for credit instruction at UVic 
for the 1992/93 year only. To com¬ 
pensate, the province is offering 
provincial universities a special 
one-time grant equivalent to two 
per cent of 1992-93 tuition fee rev¬ 
enue for credit courses. The Board 
was told at its meeting that this will 
not compensate for the revenue lost 
from a tuition freeze. 


“Projected income from 1992/ 
93 tuition fee increases was $2 mil¬ 
lion. Four hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars of that was earmarked for stu¬ 
dent bursaries and scholarships,” 
explained Board Chair Ian Stewart. 
“The provincial grant amounts to 
about $400,000, leaving us with a 
shortfall of $1.2 million and deny¬ 
ing the students substantial financial 
aid.” 

UVic’s Board also expressed 
concern about the impact the gov¬ 
ernment’s proposed base operating 
grant and changes to the matching 
funds program would have on uni¬ 
versity development. 

“After excluding funding for the 
Business School, the 1992/93 in¬ 
crease to our base operating gr ant is 


only two per cent,” said Stewart. 
“In the face of anticipated increased 
enrolment by first year students and 
college transfer students, this is very 
troubling. It also may jeopardize 
the goals of our five-year* plan, in¬ 
cluding an expansion of the faculty 
of engineering and graduate stud¬ 
ies in general and increased faculty 
and support staff salaries, bringing 
them in line with other universi¬ 
ties.” 

UVic has recently launched a 
five-year, $25 million capital cam¬ 
paign, The UVic Challenge. Do¬ 
nors have been told that if their gifts 
meet the criteria of the provincial 
matching program, their gifts would 
be matched. 


“The government has decreased 
the amount of matching funds avail¬ 
able for 1992/93 by 50 per cent and 
split it between four universities 
instead of three,” said Stewart. “We 
don’t know if this is a temporary or 
a permanent situation. We certainly 
hope that we will be able to fulfill 
the promises that we made to our 
Campaign donors since the pro¬ 
gram has been very effective in 
raising funds.” 

At the Minister’s request, 
Stewart is organizing a meeting of 
provincial Board Chairs, Vice- 
Chairs and University Presidents to 
discuss university planning and 
funding and the role Boards of 
Governors will play in directing the 
futures of their universities. 


Four 

candidates 
shortlisted for 
director of 
Religion & 
Society

The Centre for Studies in Religion 
and Society expects to announce its 
first director before the end of April. 
From the 46 applicants who ap¬ 
plied for the position, the Centre’s 
search committee has selected four 
applicants to present their ideas on 
the Centre’s development in a se¬ 
ries of public lectures. They began 
last week and will continue until 
April 10. The content of these pres¬ 
entations, coupled with individual 
interviews with the candidates, will 
determine the committee’s choice 
for the Centre’s inaugural director. 

“We’re very pleased with the 
calibre of candidates. We had trou¬ 
ble reducing them to a short list of 
four,” says the Centre’s interim di¬ 
rector Dr. Phyllis Senese (History). 
“The applicants represented very 
diverse areas of research. Not all 
are from departments of religious 
study. They’re from a great variety 
of academic backgrounds.” 

That is exactly what the Cen¬ 
tre’s search committee wanted when 
it advertised for the position. 

“We wanted to find someone 
whose background was broader 
than Western Christian traditions,” 
explains Senese. “All the applicants 
have cross-cultural and interfaith 
experience in their research.” 

The Centre’s program commit¬ 
tee, elected by the Centre’s mem¬ 
bership, is acting as the search com¬ 
mittee for the new director. The 
Centre currently has 85 members— 
all fromUVic’s faculty—who have 
joined because of personal and pro¬ 
fessional interest in the inter-disci¬ 
plinary approach of the Centre. 

The new director’s first task will 
be to secure space for the Centre 
which is currently run out of 
Senese’s office with the secretarial 
help of Thelma Landon, who per¬ 
forms similar duties for Medieval 
Studies and the Humanities Centre. 

“Ideally, we’d like a location 
close to the Library,” says Senese. 
“The whole purpose of having the 
Centre is to engage the entire Uni¬ 
versity community. I’d like to see it 
as the place where people look to 
find the most exciting kind of de¬ 
bates and discussions about con¬ 
temporary issues.” 

The first two-day, annual retreat 
by the Centre’s advisory council, 
held at Dunsmuir Lodge March 27 
and 28, also addressed the Centre’s 
future. The council, composed of 
church and community representa¬ 
tives, is still seeking members from 
the Native community, from non- 
Christian religions and from the 
fine arts community. It operates 
separately from the University and 
is currently chaired by the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Victoria, Remi 
DeRoo. Representatives from both 
the advisory council and the pro¬ 
gram committee form the Centre’s 
steering committee which acts as a 
communications bridge between the 
community and the University.

In a modest fashion researchers at the University of Victoria are 
making increasingly more significant contributions towards the 
very broadest aims of research, which are to understand everything. 
Researchers want to comprehend why the physical universe is the 
way it is and why it works the way it does. For several years, in these 
Notes, it has been my policy to identify and illustrate the wide range 
of creative activities found in the University of Victoria which 
contribute to these broad aims. 

To do so, in this issue, there is a list of books written by University 
faculty members in 1991, as well as the identification of some other 
creative achievements which have not been listed previously.

On Teaching at UVic in the 1990s 

This spring , to help promote emphasis on teaching, The Ring is running a series of essays on teaching. 
The series has been initiated by Dr. Samuel Scully , Vice-President Academic and Provost , who has 
invited a number of faculty members to consider writing the first submissions. Further submissions 
from faculty members who wish to express their views on teaching are welcome, and will be run in 
future editions.

ttempts to improve teach 
ing at universities have 
concentrated mainly on 
what I would term, the technology of 
teaching. This aspect of teaching 
which includes consideration of tech¬ 
niques and delivery, organization of 
material and procedures for evalua¬ 
tion, as important as it is, has over¬ 
shadowed consideration of other di¬ 
mensions. 

Two of these other dimensions I 
wish to address, viz, what I would 
term the “artistry” of teaching and 
the philosophy of teaching. I would 
argue that without consideration of 
both, substantial improvements in 
teaching will be difficult to effect. 

Some teachers possess personal 
attributes of charisma and theatrical 
“presence” which are often referred 
to as the artistic component of teach¬ 
ing. No doubt many readers indeed 
will recall professors whose dramatic 
configuration of language and im¬ 
age enthused and enthralled an audi¬ 
ence. Unfortunately, only a minority 
of teachers are endowed with such 
gifts. However, all professors, I 
would argue, possess the capacity 
for artistry and hence successful 


teaching. Artistry in this sense is 
construed to mean exercise of the 
capacity to engage students, both 
intellectually and emotionally, in 
the process of learning. What this 
means in practice is the attempt by 
the teacher to learn about his or 
her students, to demonstrate em¬ 
pathy with their concerns, and to 
strive wherever possible to relate 
the material presented to their level 
of understanding and background. 
This demonstrated understanding 
of the needs and background of 
students, coupled with the teach¬ 
er’s demonstrable enthusiasm for 
the subject, will contribute signifi¬ 
cantly to the engagement of stu¬ 
dents both with the subject matter 
and the learning process. The ca¬ 
pacity to effect such engagement in 
my view is a combination of artis¬ 
tic, intuitive endeavour and an un¬ 
derstanding of the nature of the 
learner and the process of learning. 

Perhaps even more important, 
however, is the use of artistry and 
technology to implement a teach¬ 
er’s carefully constructed philoso¬ 
phy of teaching, i.e., views about 
the ends or purposes of teaching. In 


my view these ends encompass, but 
also transcend, discipline and sub¬ 
ject matter. They embody the pur¬ 
pose of learning and teaching at the 
university. In my view, teaching, 
which has as its prime purpose the 
transmission of knowledge, should 
emphasize in its delivery the devel¬ 
opment of concepts and discipli¬ 
nary structures which empower stu¬ 
dents to undertake their own lear n¬ 
ing. Rather than receptacles of in¬ 
formation, in this view of teaching, 
students are expected to become 
active and interactive learners. 

Most readers, I would expect, 
would not quarrel with the purpose 
of fostering active learning. How¬ 
ever, there would be considerable 
discussion about what knowledge 
is required for such a purpose and 
which aspects of technology and 
artistry are most suitable to em¬ 
ploy. My plea, in summation is sim¬ 
ply twofold: (1) that ends or pur¬ 
poses of teaching in the transcen¬ 
dental sense should be studied in a 
sustained manner and (2) that the 
technology and artistry employed 
should be consistent with carefully 
thought-out ends or puiposes.
